OD FROM THE BEGINNING, 
hath as in a moft clcare and euident glafle ,fette 
forth himfelfe to be beholden anefknowne of 
vs,eueninhiscrcatures,&in the orderly com fe 
Hk^^^^j oi lhc worl ^ e - For when we fee and confider the 
I^^^^Jj^l vnmeafurable greatnesof theworlde, and the 
partes thereof to be fo framed, as they could not 
pofsibly in beaurie be fayrer, nor for profit be u 
ter: wevnderihnde theieby the omnipotent power of God in crea- 
ting them, his diuinc wifedome in ordering and difpoiing them, his 
infinite goodnes in continually preferuing them, that they runne not 
to mine and vtter decay, but are by him vpholden, euen to the necc£- 
farie vie and fuftentation of mans ly fe. Although this creation of the 
worlde, and the maruaylous ordering and prefcruing thereof were 
fufficicnt whereby men might knowe God , and worfhip him beinp 
knovvne , or elfe be without excufe : yet it hath pleafed God of his 
great mercie to giue vnto vs his wordc, wherein he hath more plainly 
and fully rcuealcd himfelfe, and his will, to our moft fineular commo- 
dine and comfort. For we through the fafl of our firft parentes beings 
become blinde in vnderfbndin?, corrupt in defirinc:, and wicked m 
working, are by the worde of God fruitefiilly of vs receyued, lightned 
in our myndes, reformed in our a&dions, and ordered aright in our 
doings : in fo much as the Princely Prophet Dauid fcyth, that the 
meancs wheieby a yong man (hall clenfe his wayc, is to rule himfelfe 
after this worde, which wcrdeaifo he pronounce th to be his dtli°ht 
and his counfeller, yea he percey ued it to be of fuch vcrtue and excel- 
lencie, that he preferred! it before all worldly treafurcs whatfoeuer : I 
lone, fayth he,thy commaundements aboue golde and precious ftone t 
Agayne, thy lawe is dearer vnto me then thoufandes or. golde and fil- 
uer. But I myndenot to enter here into the worthye commendation 
of t his worde 3 or to rehearfe the manifoldc and moft fingulir coinmo- 
dines, which rcdoundc to the godly thereby.Onely chat which I haue 
mentioned out of Dauid may fuiike to declare that it is a treafurc of 
all other moll precious. 
Forafinudi then as the wonje of God is a treafurc fo c:{cellent,what

(hall we thinkc or fay of the true and (yncere Preachers and expoun- 
ders thereof ? We acknowledge great fnendfhip in them , by wnofc 
meanes we attayne to an earthly comnioditie , and howe ih til we be 
afleded towarde them, which open to vs the way to an heauenly trea- 
lure ? We thinkc our felues much beholden to thofe, which minifter 
vnto vs die foode of this fraile life : but vvhat recompence ihall wc 
lender vnto diem,by whofe meanes we come to enioy the foode of e- 
uerlafting lyfe ? VVherefore right worlhipiulI,if I iliould render a rea- 
fon of my labour beftowed in tranllating this treatife into the englilh 
tongue, I thinke it were fufficient if I fliould fay no more, but that the 
word of God is therein foundly and fyncerely expounded. Although I 
may defcend vnto particular pointes,and ihew other weightie caufes 
thereof.For you are not ignoraunt howethe Papifts both haue bine 
and alfo be grieuous enemies to the do&nne ofiuftification by faythe 
onely in Chrift , pretending for their cliiefe defence the teftimonie of 
S. lames , where he feemeth to attribute iuftification to workes and 
not to fayth onely, whofe authontie they haue wrongfully wrefted 
an dmifinterpre ted. Whereby they haue not onely erred themfelues, 
but alio haue caufed many other to cite. Which falfe interpretation 
of theirs is in this ti*eatife very learnedly and throughly improued, 
and the meaning of the Apoftle truly and playnely declared. 

Againc,yourwifedome doth well know,that themyftcnes of God 
are wifely anddifcretely to be difpofed,and not onely the do&nne of 
fayth faithfully to be taught, but alfo the dodrinc of workes diligent- . 
ly to be vrged,both to ftoppe the fclaunderous mouthes ol many pra«* 
ting Papifts, and alfo to remedie many abufes veiy rife among vs. For 
whereas the fyncere preachers of Gods worde doe according to the 
Scriptures teach, that the bloud of Chrift is afufticient faluefor die 
lore of (inne , and that we are luftified by fayth alone in him , without 
mens merits,workes, or fatiffadions: many fclaundering Papifts arc 
not ailiamed moft falfly to affinne, that they are louers of lufts, prea- 
chers of prefect pleafure,and giucrs oflibertie to all licentious liuing, 
and making no ftore of good workes , doc caft onely fayth vnder 
mens elbowes to leane vpon.V Vhen as the true preachers haue alway 
preached, and all the writinges of the godly haue moft diligently 
nught,that that fayth,which is not liuely and fruitefull of good wodes 
did neuer profitc any but to the increafe of dieir owne damnationrand 
contrariwifc, that that fayth, whereby alone according to the Scrip* 
*ures,they teach that we are lufbfied.hath good workes neceflany ac- 
companying ir,not as caufes of our faluation, but as neccifarie fhiitcs 
of a liucly fayth,as is alfo in this treatife of S. lames very learnedly and 
diligently declared. Whereby not onely the Papifts are admonifhed,

SfttfW and order their life according to the prefenpt rule of Gods wordc. As 

' improued, for them which obftinately refute , or at the lcaft wife little regarde 

i (lich godly inftrutftions as God hath in thefe dayes (his name be high- 

ass o: God lye prayfed therefore) by his faythfull Minifters both by prea- 

ching and writing offered vnto them : let them remember that they 
that are of God heare and receiue Gods word , and if they doe die 
<ontrarie that they are not of God : let them know, iftheybenow 
A^fa Vvearie of it and come to the lothing of it, that their fbule is fallen in- 

nWjtothe to a daungerous difeafe.For as a good appetite to naturall foode is a 

j^j^ token of the helth of the body , and to refute and loth the fame is a 

ffl m ^ fure figne of fome fickenes or difeafe : fo is it likevvife in the foule 

refilling ot lothing the heauenly foode of Gods word. Againe let 
them call to minde , that it was aunfwered to the rich glutton being 
7 - tormented in hell,when he would haue one fent from the dead to 

?V*2 admonifhhis brethren, leaft they came into that torment, that his 

2 brethren had Mofes and the Prophets,vvhom they ought to heare, if 

they would auoydethe like fierie flames and hellifh torments. Let 
them allure themfelues that the day will come, when Chiifl Iefus 
ftiall with vnfpeakable maieftie and infinite power come to iudge the 
quicke and the dead, when from the furtheft cornets of the world ihal 
tf^P* be heard the found of the trumpet, where with all fhalbe called to the 

iudgementfeate, then the fecretes of all heartcs fhall be lay de open, 
and the doinges of euery man playnely difcouered.Then the vngodly 
?nd wicked ones, which haue in this life defpifed the word of God, 

A.iij. nes- 
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AegleAedhis comnnundements and will contayned therein,and not 
repented them of their wickednes 3 ilaall in ftcde of comfort on euerye 
fide feelc extreme dread and horrour.If they looke bchmde them they 
fhall fee the world confuming with fire, if they looke on the righc 
hand,they (hall percemea finncfull confcience accufing them, if they 
turne to the left, there fhall be the dcuel readye to receiue them into 
endeles paynes,if they looke before them, they fhall fee a terrible and 
iufl ludge comming to iudge them according to their wicked works* 
Whereas the godly voydeof all thefe dreader till terrours,iliall fee a 
moft louing Sauiour,who fhall then admittc them wholy into the ful 
fruition of etemall 10;/ and bleflednes. 

Seing then the cafe thus ftandeth 3 it is requifite that all men^ 
which minde to be faucd , doe fearch the Scriptures which teftifie of 
this Saui our , doe diligently heare and reade the words of God,doc 
vfefiichmeanesas God hath appoynted to come to the knowledge 
thcreof,aid knowing it, doe follow it in their life and conuerfation, 
yea and doe become moi\ heartely thankefull vnto God, that it hath 
pleafed him in mercy to fende to reigne ouer vs, not a tyrannicall He- 
rod to opprefle vs,but a moft gracious Princes fo in peace and god- 
lynes to goueme vs, that the Gofpell of Ieftis Chrift hath not in any 
age had freer paflage, nor hath bin more abundantly and truly prea- 
ched and fet forth,which God for his Chriftes fake graunt long to co- 
tinuc. So farre then ought all to be of from defpifing or neglcfting the 
worde and the Preachers and Minifters thereof, that they ought to- 
acknowledge the enioying of it to be an ineftimable benefite of God, 
and to ftiewe themfclucs than&full for fo great a benefite, not onely in 
hearing, reading, and meditating of it, but alfo according to their a- 
bilitie and power it fetting in forth and making it knowne vnto other. 
Wherefore I, according to tint tmall talent , which God hath be- 
flowed vpon me, haue employed my t-'audl in tranflating this treatife 
into our mother tomg,that thofe my godly countiy men , which are 
ignorant of the Latine tongue m\y become partakers of fuch Chiifti- 
ando3riue,whole(bme admonitions, and godRy mftaifftons as are 
contr/ned therein : Which t:eatife,reuerend Father, I thought good 
to publishe the rather vnder the proteifcoa of your name, that therby 
it might be the more wilihgly accepted, and the better lykedof m> 
ny, who haue of a long time knowne you to be a leaned and fayth- 
full preacher of Gods worde, and an earneft furtherer of aH godlyncs. 
T /hich God graunt that you may long be, to the great aduauncemen 
ofhisglory,thefingularcommoditie of his Church, and the dayly 1 
comfort of your owne confcience.

and what is the mancr^methode, or order of handling it. For thcfc 
four being aptly and rightly declared are as it were a certaine light be- 
fore the reader to guide him to the entrance of euery treatife of the 
holy Scripttire.Ot thefe therefore I will ipeakein order , whereby 
the argument of this Epiftle may be the better vnderftande. 

The author ofthisEpiftle was lames the Apoftle, who is called 
the brother of the Lord. He, togither with the reft of the Apoftles, 
was not onely the (pace of three yeares inftni&ed by the voyce and 
ipinte of the Lorde : but alfo after the refurredion of Chnft with the 
other Apoftles recciued the holye Ghoft, and a commaundement to 
preach the Gofpell to all nations, and on the day of Pentecoftvvas 
a§ me by a vifible figne authorifed and confirmed in his Apoftlefhip. 
Hereof it appcareth what is to beiudged of this Epiftle, to wit , that 
wemuft giuenoleffe credit to it, then to the voyce of God,for the 
author thereof is the Apoftle cf Iefus Chnft,who at the laft fealed the 
Gofpeil of Chnft with his blood. For when he taught Chrift to bee 
the conquerer of death,ond to fit at the right hand of God in heaucn, 
tlieIewesdidcaftftonesathim,andat the length he kneeling vpon 
hisknees,andpra;rin^torhisperfccutoui s, was flaynewith a fullers 
clubbe,and that not long before the citie was nfiaulted by Vcfpafian. 
Whether therefore thou confidereft the minifterie of God, wherin 
this mandid labour,eytherhis life,eyther his confeflion, or his ende, 
thou haft a teftimonieof the infallible truth of his dodrine. 
The occafio which lames had to write,feemeth to be double,one the 
perfecutio of the Church, an other the hy pocrifie in many.How great 
the perfecution of the Church was in the time of lames, the Ecclefi- 
afticall hiftorie dothteacheat large. For the Iewes were not onelye 
afflifted by being diiperfed through the whole world : but alfb they 
were euen almoft ouerwhelmed with diuers tentations of heretikes 
and deuels. For as inwardly they were molefted by falfe brethren : Co 
outwardly by tyranes they were prouoked to forfake their profeflio, 
fometime with threatninges fomctime with prcmifes. Hypocrific 
alfo did not a litlc oftend them.For many did profefTe Chrift , and ac- 
knowledging him to be a fauiour, did extoll his benefites, but they li- 
ned without a liuely fay th and repentance. With thefe troubles was 
the Church then tofled^vith thefe vexations was the ipoufe of Chrift

then affli Aed,which when lames did fee, he tooke therupon occafion 

to write ,that by fome meancs he might remedy thefe euds. 

Ofthisoccafion the fcope and purpofe of lames in this Epiltlc 
maybeeafilyvnderftande. For all which he hercfayth, tendethvnto 
thisende,notonelytoconfirmeand ftrengthen Chriftians andthofc 
that be godly in deede,aeaynft the offence of affliction, whom he cx- 
horteth vnto patience,that they (hould not,being ouercome with te- 
tations,giue ouer their confeffion , but rather looke to the euent and 
end of affliction : but alfo that he may call backe hypocrites from their 
<aour,whom as he teacheth how vayne the boftingoffayth is with- 
out a liuely confidence in God and the true fmites of faith • fo he ex- 
horteth them vntomaners worthy of a Chriftian profeflion, andde- 
horteth them from the vices contrarie thereunto, except they had ra- 
ther fuffer iuft punifhmcnt (or their ftubburnnefle and difobedicnce. 
The maner or order of handling isfomewhat free and bold, as is 
wont to be in exhorting and reprouing,which I will diligently thew 
in the expofition of euerie chapter. 

But how neccflarie this Epiftle is in our churches at this daye,he 
may eafily vnderftand:vvhich fceth that the moft part that wil be cal- 
led Chriftians,doeboftofa vayne and a dead faith: Which fooliih- 
ncfle our Apoftle doth difcouer and moft iuftly condemne. Agayne, 
he which dayly bcholdcth with how many andfundry vices (difci* 

£hne more and more decaying) chriftian people are polluted and defi- 
rd,will without all dout confefle , that there is neede of fome lames, 
who may freely and boldly reprehend and condemne thele fins which 
arefo common and rile among vs. Befidcs all tins the author of this 
Epiftle deferueth to be called a glaflc of godlineflc. For whether thou 
confidereft his orTice, eyther beholdeft his life, eythcr thinkeft vron 
the conftancie in his confeflion,or weyeft the ende of his lif c,thou haft 
both whereat greatly tomaruell, and alio which thou mayeftdefire to 
imitate and follow, if thou wilt be counted a true Chriftian. Thus 
much concerning the argumcnt,profit > a;id vfe of this Epiftle. Now it 
remained] to declare why it is called Generall. The Epiftles of the A- 
poftlcs, of Peter two, of Tohnthefirft, one of Iude,and this of lames 
are called Generall,bicaufc they were not appoynted and written to 
certayne cities and perfons (as all the Epiftles of Paule and the fe- 
cond and third of lolin were) but were giuento all the godly indif- 
ferently, dtfperfcd in diuers places through the whole world.Some doe 
call thefe Epjftles Canonical!, thereby to put a difference betweene 
them and the Epiftles ofPaule, who are in a mamfeft eao.ur.For the 
Epiftks ofPauleare no lefle Canonical! then the Epiftles of lames, 
the Epiftles of Peter^or of Tohn,bicaufe that whatibeuer we read in the 
Epiftles of the Apofties^ we ou^hc to embrace it as a canon or rule of
